He reiterated that the 
United States' does not have a preferred candidate nor 
does the United States have a preference as to whether 
there is a first-round victory or a runoff. "Our advocacy is 
for a fair process overseen by the Independent Election 
Commission, taking into account the decisions of the 
Election Complaints Commission, a process which then 
elects a government that is legitimate and reflects the will 
of the people who voted," he said.

"We are agreed that complete, 
verifiable denuclearization of the 
Korean Peninsula remains our 
core objective in our ongoing 
efforts with the DPRK. We are also 
agreed that this is a problem that 
has the kind of manifestations that 
require that it be dealt with on a 
multilateral basis. We would be 
open to bilateral engagement as well, but only within the context 
of the Six-Party process and as an effort to help rejuvenate and

SEPTEMBER 24'" The first meeting and session: The President of the United 
States will chair a summit-level meeting of the Council on nuclear nonproliferation 
and nuclear disarmament. This will be only the fifth occasion in United Nations 
history for a meeting at the summit level, and the first time in history that an American 
President will chair the United Nations Security Council.

SEPTEMBER 3 Meeting of the troop and police-contributing countries for the 
United Nations Mission in Liberia (UNMIL). The meeting will be focused on extending 
and updating the mandate of UNMIL and ensuring that the mission continues to 
receive support from the Security Council.

SEPTEMBER 9 Open debate on the United Nations Stabilization Mission in Haiti based on the Secretary- 
General's September 1 st report. Special Envoy for Haiti, Bill Clinton, will join that session.

SEPTEMBER 29 Briefing on United Nations Assistance Mission in Afghanistan (UNAMA); an important and 
timely session, in which the UNAMA leadership is expected to for the first time, provide in its report to the Council, 
benchmarks for progress, to measure progress in Afghanistan, and an assessment of the elections.

SEPTEMBER 30 UN will vote a resolution (a follow-on to Resolution 1820) on Women, Peace and Security. The 

United States is leading the drafting and coordination of that effort in the Council, and consultations have begun. 
Secretary of State Hillary Clinton is expected to chair the adoption of that follow-on resolution and to make a 
statement.

Termination of Assistance Affecting the De Facto Regime in Honduras 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 The Department of State announced the termination of a broad range of 
assistance to the government of Honduras as a result of the coup d'etat that took place on June 28, 
2009. The Secretary of State had already suspended assistance shortly after the coup. 

The Secretary of State has made the decision, consistent with U.S. legislation, recognizing the need 
for strong measures in light of the continued resistance to the adoption of the San Jose Accord by the 
de facto regime and continuing failure to restore democratic, constitutional rule to Honduras.
